before it was sent to the Governor. 

This letter of protest, including complaints concrming 
Miss Margaret Lowery lunch money, transportation money, tool?, injuries of men 
on the job, and lack of credit fer work, was read to each 
of the groups of men beltare they signed it. I helped with 
the letter and attended the hearing because 1 think it is 
important for the complaints and questions of the people 
here to be publicly discussed. 

The question with the dcllar-an-hour project is not whether 
the m:n of Perry County are willing to work, and 1 don’t 
believe it ever was the question- The question is wh ther 
or not they an doing useful vtfork on the project, whether 
or not their -present work is training them for jobs outride 
the project, whether th:y are receiving proper pay for the 
work they are doing, and wh:ther the work they are doing 
is actually taking away higher paying jobs doing the same 
work. 

If these men are in training, they should be doing work 
which will train them in fields which have jobs open; if there 
are no jobs open, then this project should be seen as per- 
manent work and the pay scale and working conditions be 
rated that way.

Officials of this country’s judicial 
system at all levels have lately been 
looking closely at a grave problem that 
has gone ignored for too long but which 
is of importance to every citizen. This 
is the problem created of the difference 
that is made between the rich and the 
poor in the scales of justice. 

Of course it is not written into the 
law that the rich are to receive prefer- 
ential treatment over that accorded those 
who have little money or property. One 
of the favorite precepts of American 
liberty is that of all us are equal in the 
eyes of the law. Yet, it cannot be denied 
that a man accused of a crime who has 
money is a good deal better off than 
the man who has none. And where isj 
the equality in that kind of situation? J 
The difference is most noticeable" 
in our system of bond and bail for pevf 
sons arrested for breaking the law Once f 
a man is offieiallv accused, he is usually! 
allowed out of jail when bond is put upj 
in his behalf to guarantee that he willii 
be present for trial [ 

If the bond money is not put up, the*, 
accused is held in jail to guarantee thatf 
he will be available for his trial. \ 
The court naturally must have some i 
means of insuring that accused individj! 
uals do not escape trial, and it must be i 
said that the bond-orjail method acconrrd 
plishes this need. But the sad fact is,J 
that though the court is accommodated, 
conveniently by this method, the rights J 
of many individuals are correspondingly I 
abused. | 

Each citizen has a right to be treat- 
ed by the law as the equal of all other ■ 
men. And when a man who has no j 
money is jailed while a man accused of j 
the same or worse crimes goes free sim- . 
ply because be has money, his right to \ 
equality is abused. Since each man is 
supposed to be considered innocent un- 
til he is proved guilty, this kind of sys- j 
tern amounts to punishment with im -j, 
prisonment merely for being poor. I 
Let’s look at a hypothetical case- 
Suppose two Hazard men are arrested 
for storehouse-breaking, with enough 
circumstantial evidence available to 
make both of them equallv suspect. Their 
separate bonds are $1,000 each. So far j 
in the legal process, each man has been 
treated equally under the law- But as- 
sume that one man has enough money 
so that he has easy access to $1,000, 
while the other is financially hard- 1 
pressed and can’t raise that amount. The 
man with the money is immediately re- 
leased until his trial, while the other is 
locked up The next term of court is 
three months in the future. Thus, the 
poor man must languish behind bars, ! 
supposedly innocent until proved guilty, 
but never the less imprisoned along with 
convicted criminals, and treated as such. 
This man loses three months or more 
out of his life that cannot be replaced, 
only because he had no monev. 

The law of cour.se doesn’t mean to 
discriminate against the poor man, and 
it is reasonable to assume that law- 
makers would be willing to correct this 
weakness of the system if someone else 
comes up with a better alternative. Stud- 
ies in this area are being made now by 
concerned individuals and agencies of 



government. In New York an experi- 
ment is underway to test the feasibility 
>f a system in which a man’s word is 
lis bond, once his character has been 
looked into and recommended by re- 
sponsible individuals. 

Law students have organized volun- 
eer help-groups to assist in interviewing 
md checking the character of men im- 
orisoned without trial, only because they 
vere unable to post bond- In Kentucky, 
jovernor Breathitt last week proposed 
hat state universities undertake pilot 
studies in releasing criminal defendants 
without bond. These signs indicate that 
i public awareness of the unfairness of 
:>ur present bond system is developing. 

One suggested method of keeping 
track of an individual between the time 
he is accused and the time he is tried is 
to have him simply go in and say hello 
to the jailer every day or so. Such a 
system might cause some law enforce- 
ment officials to scoff, but preliminary 
results of some of the experiments now 
underway have shown that only rarely 
does an accused whose bond is his word 
fail to co-operate with such an arrange- 
ment that is so obviously in his favor. 

Besides its basic unfairness, our 
present bond laws are a prime reason 
local jails all over America are so bur- 
dened, at the tax-payers expense. For 
|those whose sympathy is not aroused by 

I the plight of an innocent poor man im- 
prisoned before he is tried, perhaps that 
monetary consideration will strike a re- 
sponsive chord. 

This is not to suggest that criminal 
suspects considered dangerous to the 
public be let out to roam the streets, or 
that convicted criminals be pampered. 
But it is to say that a man is innocent 
until he is tried and proved guilty, and 
^that it is wrong to treat a man like a 
criminal until a trial has proved that he 
{ is. There is no equality before the law 
and therefore no justice when a known 
gangster accused of murder is out of jail 
# on $50,000 bond ten minutes after his 
arrest, while elsewhere a man accused 
of petty theft is imprisoned for several 
'months simply because he doesn’t have 
$500

Property Owner Questions 

Dear Editor:

At a regular meeting of the Board of Commissioners 
of the City of Hazard February 20th, 1964 an ordinance was 
made regarding garbage and other objectionable' waste which 
is often disposed of within the city limits by being dumped 
into ravin :s. branches, vacant lots, side of streets, and al- 
leys creating an unsanitary condition. To care for this the 
city has a Garbage Collection Service. 

The Board of Commissioners follows: Mr. Willie Dawa- 
hare. Mayor; Mr. C. B. Feltner, Commissioner; Dr. M B Payne 
Commissioner; Dr. Eli Boggs, Commissioner; Mr. Jack Burn- 
ett Commissioner; Mr. C. C. Colwell, Manager; Mr. Ernest 
Faulkner, Attorney. 

Due to the unsanitary conditions caused by object ion able 
waste material disposed of as indicated above the Board of 
Commissioners made an ordinance directing all citizens in 
private residences and apartments, also directions for busi- 
ness places, to place all garbage in suitable cans along the 
route worked by the Garbage Collection Service. Further- 
more the charge for collecting garbage for homes and 
apartments is $1.00 per month tied on to the water and san- 
itation bill. 

A property owner of Hazard for 35 years has had 100% 
sanitary disposal of burning in a water heater having a stack 
or chimney 23 feet high. The city’s garbage service in hand- 
ling unsanitary cans and cruising the city’s streets with truck 
loads of unsanitary material fits sanitary conditions similar 
to a square pin in a round hole. 

The property owner had no need of the city’s Garbage 
Collection Service and gave the city the cash several times 
during July for June’s only water and sanitation account, 
but each time the payment was returned. On July 30th the 
prop rty owner’s water service was cut off which forced the 
owner to pay for June’s bill as delinquent (so called) and 
$1 50 service charge to have the water turned on again. 

Before, during, and after the discontinuance of property 
Owner’s water service fills were permitted on the bank of 
Kentucky River passing through Hazard. Those fills on the 
river bank perhaps will add more to future flood costs, and 
perhaps loss of life,, than that of the 1957 flood which cost 
Hazard approximately $4.3 million dollars. Perhaps, the 
present city council could see that the property owner’s 100 
percent burning of garbage is more of a menace to the city 
than the narrowing of the river channel by fills or the litter 
laying in front of business places and parking lots.

Let's Look it Over 



Edward T. Breathitt 

Frankfort — 

“Tough action" is a phrase that describes 
simply the course that must be taken to re- 
duce tha frightening traffic-death toll on Ken- 
tucky highways. 

If we are to minimize this snuffing of 
lives, this maiming of bodies, blinding of eyes 
and destruction of minds, we must move — 
and soon — in a hard, unwavering line. 

Parts of a program which L advocate were 
outlined at the recent meeting neife '<rt} tHf > 
Kentucky Traffic Court Conference.' 

Regretfully, I had to cancel plans to at- 
tend this meeting because of an emergency trip 
to Washington on the State’s business. But 1 
was in Frankfort in spirit with the many judg- 
es, prosecutors and police chiefs present. 

Before being called to Washington with 
the governors of three other states for a meet- 
ing with the President, I prepared some re- 
marks for delivery to the conference here. 

1 said in this speech which was read to 
some 250 officials that traffic safety programs 
will not g3t off the ground unless they are 
supported strongly and without reservation by 
all judiciary and law-enforcement agencies. 

Kentucky should begin a get-tough and 



stay-tough campaign to save lives. 

This does not mean that every persob 
should be found guilty just because he wgs 
arrested for speeding or some comparable 
violation of the traffic statutes. If a person 
is not guilty, he should be found not guilty. 

And, I do not believe there is any excuse 
for widespread dismissal of arrested traffic- 
law violators in any county in Kentucky. 

Neither do I believe that some drivers will 
slow down to save the lives either of themselves 
or their families. They will slow down, how- 
ever, to save their licenses — and that is one 
reason why strict enforcement of the law is 
absolutely necessary. 

Our traffic courts must be impartial, fair, 
honest and efficient if we are to be successful 
in this campaign. Convictions for traffic law 
violations should mean the same in every coim* 
ty of the state. 

Kentucky’s citizens have an additional, im- 
portant responsibility in that they must want 
and demand traffic safety. They should re- 
gard good, careful, safe driving as not only 
good taste, but also good sense. 

They must want traffic safety so badly 
that, in addition to statutory law, it becomes a 
part of their personal and moral code. They 
must be willing, if convicted, to pay the pen- 
alty. They must be willing to accept equal 
treatment. 

As of July 16, the day of the traffic courts 
conference, the 1964 traffic-death toll in Ken- 
tucky stooj) 4 438, as compared to 403 on the 
^iniilar day last' year. 

State Safety Commissioner sLovern pno- 
jectsd the rate of increase against more roads, 
automobiles and drivers in 10 years from now 
to more than 100,000 accidents annually. 

Commissioner Lovern added that these acci- 
dents each year would injure some 42,500 peo- 
ple and take the lives of more than 900 peo- 
ple. The economic loss during the decade 
would aggregate more than $2 billion. 

To take the pressing message of highway 
safety to as many persons as possible as soon 
as feasible, 1 plan to call a statewide conference 
of all interested Kentuckians at the State Fair- 
grounds in Louisville for one day in Septem- 
ber. I hope you are there.

Kentucky Stands Ready To Implement Appalachian Highway Plan

THE REGIONAL HIGHWAY NETWORK PLAN PROPOSED 
BY THE PRESIDENT'S APPALACHIAN COMMISSION FOR 
THE APPALACHIAN AREA 

1 have been cooperating closely with the President’s Ap- 
palachian Commission and staff memb ra in attempting to 
develop a regional highway system which will be financed 
by the legislation uow pending before Congress for the crea- 
tion of the Appalachian program. Under the bill before 
Congress, a system of 2,850 mihi of development highways 
la the 11 stales of the Appalachian Area would be authoriz- 
ed, to be improved at a total cost of $840,000,000. 

Of the total, 500 uuha could be access roads to serve 
specific recreational, residential, commercial, industrial, sch- 
ool consolidation or other like facilities- 

The bill provides that the federal cost participation of a 



project could be as high as 70%, but under no circumstan- 
ces would be less than 50' i . 1 believe that Kentucky could 

qualify on its projects for the full 70' < federal cost partici- 
pation. It is estimated that Kentucky might receive as much 
as twenty to twenty-five million dollars this ipresent fiscal 
year if the bill is passed. 

In order to plan for the future, I have budgeted seven 
million dollars of state funds for the present fiscal year to 
match the Apipalachian money if it becomes available. This is 
100 r/ r state money, which otherwise could be spent on state 
projects but 1 felt that Kentucky cOuld not afford to lose 
participation in this vitally important program, in the event 
it is passed by Congress. There is no money from the 1960 
bond issue which could be utilized for this new Appalachian 
program, inasmuch as the use of remaining funds is limited 
to matching of the regular fed ralaid program and the In- 
terstate program If the proposed bond issue is approved 
by the voters in November 1965, it would provide funds for 
tlie matching of the Appalachian program for future years. 

Attached is a map showing the proposed regional net- 
work system (bee Page 4, Sec 1) as developed by the Presi- 
dent s Appalachian Commission This network does not in- 
clude all of the reommendalions of the Kentucky Department 
of Highways and 1 must bf fair enough to acknow ledge 



it also does not include all of the recommendations of other 
states. 1 realize that some federal agency must take the lead 
in developing a regional system, inasmuch as it cannot be 
expected that the 11 states could get together and be in 
complete agreement when the interests of th.* individual 
state certainly would be involved. 

You will notice that under this regional system In Ken- 
tucky, emphasis is to be placed on th> complete moderniza- 
tion of US 23 all the way through from its entry into Ken- 
tucky across the Ohio River at Portsmouth until it exits in 
Virginia US 119 all the way from its entry into Kentucky 
from West Virginia in Pike County through to US 25-E at 
Pineville, where it would connect with a proposal for making 
US 25-E a pari of the development highway aystem from 
Pineville to Middl.sboro, and on to a route in Tennessee. 

The leg of the Mountain Parkway, which is now KY 15 
from Canipton to Whitesburg, would be an important part of 
the regional system financed under the new funds This 
would make possible completion of this portion at a much 
earlier date than otherwise could be achieved under the reg- 
ular financing schedule. 

The State of Tennessee was extremely interested in a 
route running north of Chattanooga to the Kentucky line, 
and Kentucky has recommended that this regional route 



* erv * our interests if it generally followed 

US 127 from the Tennessee line to the intersection of KY 
90 north of Albany, thence east on KY 90 through MonticeUo 
to Burnside, north on US 127 to KY 80 west of Somerset 
and then east on KY 80 to Interstate 75 near London. 

This is not proposed as a substitute for regular federal- 
aid. Under the legislation pending, the state would have to 
continue to spend in the Appalachian area a percentage of 
regular federal-aid funds comparable to what has been 
spent the last throe years However, as an means of expe<L 
Ring building of the entire regional system proposed, it U 
planned to utilize projects that have already been developed, 
particularly in Use anas where right of way has been ac- 
quired This can mean much faster construction and im- 
provement of the routes under consideration, and that other 
highways in the Appalachian area can rec ive attention that 
cannot be given to them now because of the shortage of 
funds- 

Kentucky is r?ady to go. All we are waiting upon it 
passage of the legislation- Your letters to members of both 
the House and Semite, 1 am sure, would be helpful to them 
In determining the support of Kentuckians for this far 
reaching program
